On March 1, 2005, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to 
respond to the Sheriff's Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as reported 
under File Number IAB 2104858. You were also advised of your right to review the material 
on which the discipline was based. 


You did exercise your right to respond. However, after review and consideration of the 
response submitted to support your position, Department executives determined that the 
recommended discipline is appropriate. 


You are hereby notified that you are suspended without pay from your position of Deputy 
Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department for a period of twenty-five (25) days effective 
June 11, 2005 through July 5, 2005. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2104858, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


1. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3- 
01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, Regulations and Orders; and/or 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and/or 3-01/050.10, Performance 
to Standards, on or about September 23, 2003, you used 
unreasonable force on | as evidenced by, but not 
limited to: 


a) using your hand and grabbing Inmate B jail jumpsuit 
shirt and pulling him out of the jail pod, and/or; 


b) pushing inmate ЕНЕ 2с: the wall to search him, 
and/or; 
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c) making iInmatel kneel on the ground without allowing 
the inmate to rest his buttocks on his heels, and/or; 


d) making Inmate ЕН іе prone on the floor. 


2: That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Section 5- 
09/430.00, Use of Force Reporting and Review Procedures, on or 
about September 23, 2003, you failed to make an immediate 
notification to a supervisor that you had used force on Inmate 


3. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Section 3- 
01/040.75, Failure to Make Statements and/or Making False 
Statements During Departmental Internal Investigations, on or about 
April 20, 2004 and January 12, 2005, during your Internal Affairs 
subject interviews, you failed to make truthful statements, including, 
but not limited to: 


a) that you tapped the inmate on the shoulder and ordered the 
inmate to please step out of the jail Pod, and/or; 


b) that you patted the inmate down who took the extra meal 
and/or told the inmate to “grow up" and sent him back to the 
Pod, and/or; 


с) you had the inmate against the wall for approximately two to 
three minutes before having him return to the Pod. 


In taking this disciplinary action, your record with this Department has been considered, 
and a thorough review of this incident has been made by Department executives, including 
your Unit and Division Commanders. 


You will hereby take notice that any future acts of misconduct may result in more severe 
disciplinary action. 


You may appeal the Department's action in this matter pursuant to Rules 4.02, 4.05, and 
18.01 of the Civil Service Rules. 


Within fifteen (15) business days from the date of service of this notice of suspension, you 
may request a hearing on these charges before the Los Angeles County Civil Service 
Commission, 222 North Grand Avenue, Los Angeles, California 90012. 


The Sheriff's Department reserves the right to amend and/or add to this letter.

CASE SUMMARY: 


It is alleged that Subject Jouzi while assigned to Twin Towers Correctional Facility used force on 
an inmate during the feeding of breakfast. The inmate alleges that the Subject saw him get back 
into line and take an extra meal. The Subject grabbed the inmate by his shirt to remove him from 
the Pod. The Subject then pushed the inmate against the wall to search him, The inmate claims 
that after he was searched the Subject made him lic prone on the floor and then made him kneel 
on his knees until the entire module was fed breakfast. During the investigation several 
employees and several inmates witnessed the Subject instructing the inmate to lie prone and to 
kneel. Both of these actions are denied by the Subject. The Subject also did not notify his 
supervisor that he used force. After the investigation, a meeting with the Subject and his attorney 
was held and the Subject gave the Department two memorandums that were written by two 
deputies who were on site, at the time of the incident. A subsequent interview with both of these 
deputies rendered no additional information. Their earlier interviews with Intemal Affairs were 
detailed and through, where the memorandums were brief and vague. In addition to these two 
interviews, the subject agreed to be interviewed again to clear up his actions during the incident. 
No new information was gleamed from that interview and the subject maintains that he did not 
have and more contact with the inmate then he stated in his first interview.

The Subject claims that while be and his 
partner were feeding the inmates, he did not use force on an inmate that he noticed took 
asecond meal. Witnesses, both employees and inmates state otherwise. After allowing 
the Subject to be interviewed again and telling him that employees state a different story, 
the Subject maintained that he did not use force. In addition to the force the Subject 
maintains that he did not prone the inmate out or direct the inmate to remain on his 
knees while the rest of the module was feed.

NATURE OF THE CASE 


This case concerns an alleged use of force and failure to report force, by one deputy 
assignedto Twin Towers Correctional Facility and failure to report the force by two deputies 
who allegedly were present at the time. The deputy involved in the use of force was 
Deputy David Jouzi. Thetwo deputies who were allegedly present with him were Deputies 
an The inmate involved in the incident was Inmate] 
The alleged force was reported to have occurred at Twin Towers Correctional 
Facility, on September 23, 2003, at about 6:30 AM, in Module 152. 


In addition to the force issues, Commander Dennis Burns verbally directed Internal Affairs 
Bureau to look into an allegation that Deputy Jouzi mandated the inmates to refer to him 
as “The Godfather.” 


During his interview inmate ANN iso alleged the deputies orchestrated his 
reclassification from "Mental Observation" to “General Population,” thus precipitating his 
transfer to Men's Central Jail. He told Internal Affairs Bureau investigators the transfer 
caused his removal from his psychiatric medication. During his initial interview with the jail 
sergeants he said he was not taking any medication. 


The alleged incident did not come to the Department's attention until October 2, 2003, nine 
days after it occurred. 
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On October 2, 2003, Inmat. ontacted Deputy Daniel Hallett EEE in Module 
5500, of Men's Central Jail. Inmate} told Deputy Hallett he had been assaulted 
by deputy personnel at Twin Towers Correction Facility several days prior and had 
sustained a fractured rib. Deputy Hallett escorted ima M NN the jail clinic and had 
him treated. Deputy Hallett also notified his supervisor of the allegation. An Inmate Injury 
Report was prepared by Deputy Hallett. A copy of the Inmate Injury Report is located 
within this case as Exhibit-A. 


Sergeant George Hosac AE of Men's Central Jail, spoke to Inmate EM 
determined the alleged force occurred at Twin Towers Correctional Facility. Sergeant 
Hosac directed a memo to Captain Ray Leyva, of Men's Central Jail, notifying him of the 
information (Exhibit-B). Captain Leyva forwarded the information to Twin Towers 
Correction Facility. Sergeant Jeff Hardt, of Twin Towers Correction Facility, conducted an 
inquiry into the allegation. Based on the inquiry, Chief John Scott requested an 
Administrative Investigation be conducted into the allegation on October 22, 2003. The 
memo's created by Captain Leyva and Sergeant Hardt can be found in this case as 
Exhibit-C. 


inmate M M vas released from custody on October 20, 200f (two days prior to 
Chief Scott requesting an Administrative Investigation). There was considerable difficult 
relocating тес БЕН. order to interview him. On March 18, 2004 пто тш 
was arrested оп an unrelated charge and housed at North County Correctional Facility. 
COMPLAINANT INTERVIEW 


inmatd vas interviewed twice on video tape by sergeants from Custody Division. 
Once on October 2, 2003, and again on October 15, 2003. Those interviews were very curt 
and did not contain any great detail. The information which was gathered during those 
interviews was consistent with what іптгіс ШЕ said during his later interview with 
Sergeant Morris, of Internal Affairs Bureau. The video taped interviews were not 
transcribed. 


Inmate ШИН was interviewed on Thursday, April 8, 2004, by Sergeant Brian Morris, 
of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interviewed took place at North County Correctional Facility. 
Inmat said he clearly recalled the incident at Twin Towers Correctional Facility. 
Although Inmate: did not know the names of the three deputies involved in this 
incident, he provided their physical description. The description he provided is accurate 
and distinct to the three deputies. Inmate ЕЙ recalled which deputy did what. 
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I. A.B. Note: According to the In-Service sheet for Twin Towers Correctional 
Facility for September 23, 2003 (Exhibit-D), the three deputies assigned to 
Module 152 were Deputies 2225 RENE ET — | inmate 
descriptions of the three deputies is accurate to these three deputies. During 
his interview inmate M M MM ce ere to the deputies by their description. 


For clarity of this report, the names of the deputies will be used. A 
transcribed copy of Inmate ЕНЕ interview is located within this case. 


іптае ШИШЕегіг on September 23, 2003, he was housed in Module 152 / F- Pod, at 
Twin Towers Correctional Facility. He said while breakfast was being served he attempted 
to obtain a second meal by slipping back into the line of inmates. He said it was this action 
which precipitated the incident. 


іптае НЕН said the manner іп which the meals were served was that the inmates 
were directed out of their cells and told to line up on the upper tier of the pod. He said 
trustees would be positioned at the main door of the pod with a cart of food and the 
deputies would stand behind the trustees to supervise the meal service. He said on the 
day of the incident, there were two trustee's and the three deputies he previously 
described. He said once an inmate received his meal, he was to go to the common area 
of the pod and eat. 


1.А.В. Note: Multiple inmates and the three Subject Deputies who were 
interviewed as part of this case, were all in agreement that the meal service 
was conducted in the manner in which Inmate described. 


inmate — said when he slipped back into line for a second meal, the deputies 
apparently saw him. He said Deputy lll ordered him to get out of line and approach 
the pod door. He said once he got to the pod door, Deputy Jouzi pulled him out of the pod 
by the shirt collar and slammed him against the wall adjacent to the pod. He said the area 
where he was slammed against the wall was the concrete wall near the telephones. He 
said the two trustees had to move out of the way in order for Deputy Jouzi to pull him from 
the pod. 


А.В. Note: A picture depicting the pod area and the wall with the 
telephones has been placed within this case for reference. 


o NN ic after Deputy Jouzi slammed him against the wall, he punched him 
in the left eye. He said Deputy Jouzi did this by retaining a grip on his shirt collar and 
raising his fist while pulling the shirt up. He said after Deputy Jouzi punched him in the eye, 
he said, "Haven't you had enough. You're starting to piss me off.” Inmate ЕЕЕ said 
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when this happened, Doc n NN yore directly adjacent to him, within 
an arms length. He said the two trustees backed away about two arms lengths. 


А.В. Note: Inmate E unable to identify either of the trustees. 
He said they were wearing pale green jail clothing. Through this investigation 
it was learned that the trustees who worked in Module 152 at the time wore 
dark blue jail clothing. 


Inmate Е Deputy Jouzi then directed him to lie on the floor. nmate ЕН 
said he was told to lay on the floor and he complied. He said he was not taken to the 
ground by any of the deputies. He said he laid on the floor on his stomach, with his head 
near the wall and his feet protruding out toward the pod door. He said Deputy Jouzi told 
him to remain on the floor until the meal service for F-Pod was finished. He said once the 
meal service for F-Pod was complete, which took about two more minutes, Deputy Jouzi 
approached him, kicked him in the ribs and told him to get up to his knees. In describing 
the kick, Inmate NUN c it was not a light nudge with his foot in order to gain 
attention. He said it was a full kick which was "meant to cause pain." 


inmate RN oio when he got to his knees, all three deputies told him to remain іп an 
upright kneeling position on the concrete floor. In describing what he meant by an “upright 
kneeling position,” he said they would not allow him to lower his buttocks and rest it on his 
heels, but keep his body in an upright position, so his weight was on his knees on the 
concrete floor. He said he was forced to remain in that position until the meal service for 
the entire module (Pods A - F) was finished. He said this took about 30 minutes.

three deputies. He said there was an incident two days prior, wherein someone in his cell 
was in possession of tobacco.

Inmate] 8+ was video tape interviewed by Sergeant Hardt, 
of Twin Towers Correctional Facility, on October 15, 2003. He was also interviewed by 
Sergeant Morris, of Internal Affairs Bureau, on April 27, 2004. The interview was audio 
recorded. 


LA.B. Note: inmate said he did not know any of the deputies by 


name. Based on his descriptions, investigators have attributed actions to the 
deputies.

He said while the 
were eating breakfast, Inmate meal did not have a milk in it, so he 
got up to talk to the deputies about another meal. He said when Inmate| did this, 
ke Jouzi (whom he knew as “Old School” or “The Godfather") grabbed Inmate 


with one hand and pulled him out of the pod. He then “slammed” inmate 
against a pillar just outside the pod door. He said Inmate was slammed 
with great force and he saw inmate! head and right hip strike the wall. He said 
Deputy Jouzi then “threw” Inmate| on the floor and started kicking him. He said 
during this time the bald deputy (Deput told Inmate to stay on the floor. 
The deputies then made Inmate lay on the floor for an hour or two.

Custody Assistant NUN 2s the control booth officer in Module 152 / Day shift, 
on the day of this incident. He was interviewed by Sergeant Morris at Twin Towers 
Correctional Facility on May 4, 2004. The interview was audio recorded. 


Custody Assistans ic he has been a Custody Assistant since 1998, and had been 
assigned to Module 152 for 18 months to two years. He said he was in the control booth 
at the time of this incident. He said he recalled the incident. He said because of the 
passage of time, some of his recollection of the incident was vague. He said he recalled 
Inmate 


Custody Assistant | said he recalled Inmate being taken out of the pod, 
although he did notknow why. He said he presumed Inmate| had done something 
to interfere with, or disrupt the service of breakfast. He said removing an inmate from the 
podis the customary way an inmate who interfered with the module operation is dealt with. 


Custody Assistant described the manner in which the meals were served in the 
same way as the other individuals who were interviewed. He described the food cart as 
a large flat cart similar to one which may be used at a home improvement store. Custody 
Assistant seid there are typically three trustees who serve meals, but he could not 
specifically say how many were present on the day of the incident. 


Custody Assistan 2: inmate ЕЕ 25 removed from the pod by Deputy 
Jouzi, He said although he did not recall specifically how this was accomplished, he 
seemed to remember that Deputy Jouzi removed inmate NN taking hold of his jail 
shirt by either the sleeve or the rear portion of the collar and pulling him out of the pod. He 
said once he was out of the pod, Deputy Jouzi placed him against the glass wall adjacent 
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to the pod door, face first. He said there also may have been some verbal exchange 

between the two prior to Іпта ШЕ removal from the pod, although from the control 

booth he could not hear what was said. He said he could not recall where Deputies 
апа меге during this time. 


Custody Assistan aid Inmat: was turned around and handcuffed behind 
his back. He said he recalled Inmate was left somewhere around F-Pod, while 
the deputies finishod serving breakfast for the rest of the module. 


Custody Assistant said he recalled at a point in time approximately when the meal 
service for the D,E,F, side of the module was complete, Inmate ERE. taken from 
the area of F-Pod to the area of A-pod. 


Note: The module is divided by a concrete wall which separates the 
A, B, C, side of the module from the D, E, F side. 


Custody Assistant said once Inmate И os taken to the A,B,C, side of the 
module, he was directed by Deputy Jouzi onto his knees near the phones. He said he 
recalled inmate MENU тесіп in a manner with his buttocks resting on his heels. He 
said he did not know where Deputies an ere during this time. He said 
Inmate [EE remained in the kneeling position until the meal service for the entire 
module was complete. He said he recalled Deputy Jouzi recontacting inmate and 
possibly yelling at him. He said he was not positive of that, but recalled loud voices. 


Custody Assistant llis aia ne did not recall seeing тте Е-е sent back to 


the pod. Custody Assistan said he never saw Inmate punched, slapped, 
or kicked in any manner by any of the three deputies. 


Custody Assistant _ | identified several inmates who he thought may have been 
trustees at the time of the incident. 


INVESTIGATION: 


Inmate ЕНЕ provided Sergeant Morris with a Release of Records form. His jail 
medical and psychiatric records were obtained from Medical Services and are contained 
in this case as Exhibit-E. 


A review of the medical records reflect that he did not have a broken rib on October 2, 
2003, when he reported this incident to the module deputy at Men’s Central Jail. His 
medical records (page 11) state that his ribs had no outward signs of trauma, no swelling, 
no bruising, but were said to be sore to the touch. 
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Inmate А allegation that the deputies orchestrated the move to Men's Central Jail 
was proven to be inaccurate. Inmate < Inmate Historical Data Record was 
retrieved (Exhibit-F). The record shows Inmate ЕНЕ was transferred from Twin 
Towers to Men’s Central Jail the day following this incident. The move to Men’s Central 
Jail in itself suggests he was returned to General Population, since inmates under the care 
of the Department of Mental Health are not housed at Men’s Central Jail. However, it was 
learned Inmate s reclassification was completed by the Department of Mental 
Health prior to this incident. 


ШИЕ сігісгі Psychologist, Department of Mental Health was interviewed by 
Sergeant Morris on April 30, 2004. The interview occurred at Mr. s office at Twin 
Towers. The interview was audio recorded. 


І.А.В. Note: мг. | is the psychologist assigned to Module 152 and his 
office is physically located within module 152. During this investigation, it 
was learned that inmates who enter the jail system and are identified as 
possibly having psychiatric issues fall under the initial control of the 
Department of Mental Health. They are assigned housing in Tower One of 
Twin Towers Correctional Facility. Once there, they are monitored, 
evaluated, and re-evaluated by Sherif?s Department staff and clinicians from 
the Department of Mental Health. 


Ma j| said the reclassification of inmates from the Department of Mental Health to 
General Population is commonplace. He estimated that fifty percent of the inmates who 
are initially assigned to his mental health team, in Module 152, are later declassified and 
returned to jail general population. 


Mr said the typical manner in which inmates are moved to general population is that 
once they have been re-evaluated and declassified back to general population, the mental 
health team provides a movement sheet to the deputy personnel, who orchestrate the 
movement of the inmates back into general population. 


US EN the deputy personnel play a role in the reclassification process in that they 
regularly provide input about inmates, since they work with the inmates on a daily basis and 
have more direct observation of them. He said it is very helpful for the deputies to bring his 
team information. He said his team has a daily briefing at about 9:00 AM, wherein various 
aspects of the inmate population within Module 152 are discussed. He said deputies often 
attend those meetings. 
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Mr. Mill Ce viewed his data base and said Inmate НЕ vas reclassified to General 
Population two days prior to the incident, but apparently the move did not occur until the 
day following the incident. 


І.А.В. Note: During this investigation the housing configuration of Module 
152 was learned. Mr. witness deputies, and the three Subject Deputies 
are all in agreement about this configuration. 


A-pod: Housed inmates with significant psychiatric problems. 


B-pod: Housed inmates who were generally classified as General 
Population, on an “over-flow” basis. These inmates did not 
necessarily fall under the control of the Department of Mental 
Health. Trusties who worked in Module 152 were primarily 
selected from B-pod. 


C-pod: Housed inmate with psychiatric concerns who were also 
incarcerated for crimes relating to child molestation. 


D, E, and F pods housed inmates who had minor psychiatric issues or 
inmates who claimed to have psychiatric issues and were pending a full 
psychiatric evaluation. He classified them as “marginally” under the purview 
of the Department of Mental Health. (inmate was apparently one 
such inmate.) 


POTENTIAL INMATE WITNESSES: 


This incident occurred in F-Pod. A Housing Location Inquiry was obtained of Module 152 
1 F-Pod, in order to establish the identity of the inmates who were housed in the pod at the 
time of the incident (Exhibit-G). This was done in order to possibly identify witnesses to 
this incident. 


The following inmates from F-Pod were located and interviewed.

At the time of this incident trusties in Module 152 were selected from B-Pod. A Housing 
Location Inquiry was obtained of Module 152 / B-pod, in order to establish the identity of 
the inmates who were housed in the pod at the time of the incident (Exhibit-H). This was 
done in order to possibly identify the trusties who may have witnessed this incident. The 
individuals interviewed as part of this investigation each identified individuals from B-pod, 
whom they thought may have possibly been the trustees at the time of this incident. 


Those inmates were located and interviewed. Ultimately, no trusty witnesses were located.
